You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Epsom,  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following   subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriation  for  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Gossville 
Cemetery  association  the  interest  on  cemetery  trust  funds 
intended  for  Gossville  Cemetery. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  observe  the  Two 
Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the  Town  in  1927,  and  take 
any  action  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
Tarleton  Road  so-called  leading  from  the  Mountain 
Road  to  a  point  in  Babb  Pasture,  so-called. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  have  the  main  roads  ploughed  through  the  Town 
of  Epsom  during  the  winter  with  some  approved  power 
plow,  the  width  and  depth  ploughed  to  be  sufficient  to 
accommodate  the  traffic. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  117,  Laws  of  1917,  on  a  section  of  the 
Suncook  Valley  Road,  so-called,  and  appropriate,  or  set 
aside  from  the  amount  raised  for  highway  work  the  sum 
of  $600.00  for  this  purpose.

''Salutatory  and  Valedictory  honors  were  assigned  by  vote  of  the  class. 
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During  the  summer  various  minor  repairs  were  made. 
The  Gossville  and  New  Rye  school  buildings  were  painted. 
The  interior  of  the  New  Rye  schoolhouse  was  also  painted, 
and  needed  improvements  were  made  on  the  shed.  The 
North  Road  schoolhouse  and  shed  were  shingled. 

A  wire  fence  was  placed  around  the  playground  at 
Gossville  in  accordance  witli  the  agreement  with  Mr.  C.  S. 
Hall.  This  lot,  extending  northerly  200  feet  with  its 
width  approximately  that  of  the  original  school  lot,  pro- 
vides an,  ample  playground  that  is  much  appreciated.  By 
the  removal  of  a  stone  wall  and  by  grading  the  bank  a 
source  of  danger  has  been  removed. 

The  school  census,  taken  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Yeaton,  shows 
that  in  September,  1924,  there  were  in  the  district  between 
the  ages  of  five  and  sixteen  years  56  boys  and  53  girls,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  109. 

Five  schools  are  maintained  this  year.  The  pupils  living 
in  the  North  Road  and  Center  districts  are  assigned  to 
Gossville.  Miss  Katherine  Chase  teaches  the  four  lower 
grades  again  this  year.  Miss  Olga  H.  Peterson  was  trans- 
ferred from  New  Rye  to  Gossville  and  has  charge  of  the 
higher  grades.  Miss  Evelyn  E.  Clark  returned  to  New 
Orchard  for  her  second  year.  Two  new  teachers.  Miss 
Doris  E.  Wadsworth  and  Miss  Eleanor  Anderson,  were 
elected  to  fill  vacancies  at  Short  Falls  and  New  Rye,  re- 
spectively. 

As  will  be  seen  in  the  table  of  attendance  the  number  of 
cases  of  tardiness  has  decreased  about  one-half  from  the 
number  in  the  report  of  the  previous  year.  It  is  most 
gratifying  to  note  this  fact,  and  we  trust  that  parents  will 
continue  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers  in  order  that  the 
best  results  may  be  obtained  from  our  schools.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the  schools 
of  Epsom. 

There  were  maintained  during  the  year,  five  schools 
for  a  school-3^ear  of  36  weeks  and  one  school  for  21  weeks. 
Short  Falls  school  was  closed  on  February  29  and  the 
pupils  assigned  to  Gossville  and  New  Rye  schools.  Miss 
Olga  Peterson,  teacher  at  Short  Falls,  was  transferred 
to  the  New  Rye  school. 

The  school  enrollment  was  111  (57  boys  and  54  girls), 
with  an  average  attendance  of  92  per  cent,  making  a 
gain  of  2  per  cent  from  last  year. 

The  schools  are  in  a  wholesome  condition,  being  well 
supplied  with  text-books,  scholars'  supplies  and  other 
equipment. 

The  addition  of  another  school  room  at  Gossville  has 
greatly  improved  the  school  condition  of  the  district. 
Two  teachers  are  now  employed,  each  having  four  grades 
instead  of,  as  formerly,  one  teacher  having  eight  grades. 

There  are  46  pupils  en-rolled  at  this  school,  22  in  the 
Primary  room,  24  in  the  Grammar  room.  This  arrange- 
ment gives  the  teachers  an  opportunity  for  a  longer 
recitation  period  and  also  more  time  for  assisting  the 
individual  pupils  and  for  socialized  studies. 

An  excellent  plan  was  followed  in  making  this  ad- 
ditional room  for  it  not  only  added  to  the  usefulness  of 
the  school-plant  but  also  to  its  attractiveness  and  beauty. 

Great  credit  is  due  your  school  board  for  their  labor 
and  wisdom  in  the  management  of  this  work. 

The  liberality  of  Charles  Sumner  Hall  in  donating  land 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  school  lot  is  surely  appreciated 
by  the  citizens  and  especially  by  the  pupils. 
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The  School  home  is  an  important  factor  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  child  and  should  leave  a  lasting  impression 
upon  the  mind  for  good  character  and  citizenship. 

The  school  building  should  be  sanitary,  comfortable, 
well-lighted,  ventilated  and  heated  and  located  on  a  lot 
large  enough  to  afford  wholesome  health  exercises  and 
games. 

To  secure  these  benefits  it  is  necessary  to  have  the 
active  cooperation  of  the  citizens,  especially  at  the  annual 
District  Meeting  when  the  appropriations  are  made. 

The  expenditures  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of 
schools  have  increased,  but  in  no  greater  ratio  than  per- 
sonal, business  and  other  public  expenditures. 

Health  Inspection 

Health  inspection  has  been  conducted  yearly,  defects 
noted  and  cards  sent  to  the  parents,  telling  them  of  these 
defects  and  urging  remedial  treatment.  A  few  parents 
have  heeded  this  advice  and  had  these  defects  corrected, 
benefitting  the  child  both  as  to  health  and  to  learning 
ability.  The  greater  number  of  parents  apparently  pay' 
no  attention  to  these  cards,  as  the  pupils  return  with 
adenoids,  decayed  teeth  and  enlarged  tonsils. 

If  the  danger  of  these  defects  to  the  child's  physical 
and  mental  welfare  is  understood  by  the  parents,  it 
would  seem  that  they  would  seek  proper  medical  treat- 
ment. 

Adenoids  and  bad  tonsils  are  sources  of  dangerous 
diseases  and  are  directly  responsible  for  the  backward- 
ness of  many  pupils. 

Many  children  have  defective  vision,  which  the  medical 
inspector  notes  on  the  cards.  Parents  should  be  anxious 
to  provide  properly  fitted  glasses  for  such,  as  eye-strain 
causes  headaches  and  affects  the  nervous  system  and 
general  health  of  the  child. 
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Of  432,000  school  children  who  were  examined  in  one 
of  the  New  England  states  more  than  one  in  five  had 
defective  vision. 

Teachers'  Meetings 

The  teachers'  meetings  held  during  the  year  have  been 
well  attended. 

At  one  meeting  Commissioner  E.  W.  Bntterfield  gave 
his  interesting  lecture  on  the  Law  of  Heredity.  At  an- 
other Supt.  Morris,  of  Manchester,  and  Assistant  Supt. 
Walker,  of  Concord,  talked  on  the  Standardized  Tests. 
Both  speakers  interested  and  instructed  the  teachers. 
Their  talks  were  especially  helpful  at  that  time  as  the 
teachers  were  about  to  use  the  Courtis  Standard  Practice 
Tests  in  Arithmetic. 

I  have  found  the  teachers  industrious  and  working  for 
the  best  interest  of  the  pupils. 

Report  Cards 

I  w^ould  urge  the  parents  to  examine  carefully  the 
report  cards  brought  home  by  their  children  and  to  con- 
fer with  the  teacher  upon  any  item  on  the  card  not 
understood.  These  cards  are  a  record  of  the  child's 
attendance,  conduct,  effort  and  scholarship. 

Parents  and  citizens  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the 
schools  frequently  that  they  may  get  an  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  work  of  the  school-room. 

In  conclusion  I  express  my  appreciation  for  your  co- 
operation and  assistance.
